Still suffering fro m extreme 
v o usness and tho ughts o f the fiend-j 
ish attack to which she was subject­ 
ed o n the night 
o f 
June 8, Mrs. 
Blanche Staley was at her ho me in j 
Anaheim to day, fo llo wing a trying 
o rdeal in the justice co urt here yes­ 
terday afterno o n when she faced the 
man accused o f the assault 
During the co urse o f the prelimin­ 
ary hearing Mrs- Staley fainted three 
times. 
She was in a state o f ner­ 
v o us co llapse all o f the time she was 
in co urt and because o f her excit­ 
able co nditio n she was no t reqhlr- 
ed to take the witness stand. 
Judge Co x, Deputy District Atto r­ 
ney C. N. Mo zley, Majo r E. J. Marks, 
atto rney fo r Emil Crispino , the de-j 
fenddnt, and the co urt repo rter, L. 
W. Slabaugh sto o d abo ut Mrs. Sta­ 
ley in the rear o f the co urt ro o m and 
secured her testimo ny. 
Acco mpanied by a wo man friend, 
Mrs. Staley arriv ed in the justice 
co urt a few minutes befo re Crispino , 
her alleged assailant was bro ught in. 
The mo ment she entered the co urt 
ro o m she halted in her steps and 
said in a faint 
v o ice; 
"Oh, 
I’m 
afraid.’’ 
When Crispino 
was 
led 
into the co urtro o m sae |gw him and 
fell into a faint o n the flo o r. 
Mrs. Staley was carried into the 
co rrido r 
o utside the justice co urt. 
She co llapsed twice while waiting to 
be called to testify. 
A lo cal physi­ 
cian was called and attended her 
during the o rdeal. 
Mrs. Staley to ld 
o f being attacked near the co rner o f 
Cypress and Claudina streets, Ana­ 
heim, abo ut 9 o ’clo ck at night. 
She said that the Mexican, who m 
she had nev er seen befo re, stepped 
fro m a shado w and asked her where 
she was go ing. 
He then grabbed 
her and she screamed. 
He dragged 
her into the middle 
o f the street 
ho lding o ne hand o v er her mo uth. 
She screamed again and the Mexi­ 
can, she said, struck her o n the to p 
o f her head with his fist. 
She had 
hut a faint reco llectio n o f what hap­ 
pened after that. 
Two o ther witnesses were William 
W. To pham, 16, and Jo hn Duckwo rth, 
20, bo th o f Anaheim. 
To pham was 
called to the stand first. 
“I was standing in fro nt, o f a gar­ 
age o n Cypress street when 
we 
heard a wo man scream,” he said. "I 
ran to tho co rner and saw 
a man 
dragging a wo man into the street. 
She was ho lding a suit case. 
The 
mo ment the man saw me he dro p­ 
ped the wo man and ran faster than 
I ev er saw a man run befo re.” 
‘‘What did the wo man say when 
yo u heard her first o utcry?” asked 
Deputy District Atto rney Mo zley. 
“She just screamed and yelled “Oh 
Mr- Po liceman! ’ ” 
To nham sain that he helped an­ 
o ther man pick the wo man up and 
place her in a Fo rd auto mo bile. He 
did no t kno w who she was at tbe 
time, he said. 
Jo hn W. Duckwo rth, who declared 
that he had kno wn Crispino , the de­ 
fendant, fo r the past 17 years, to ld 
o f hearing the wo man cry fo r help. 
He said that he saw Mrs. Staley’s 
assailant strike her when she called 
fo r a po liceman. 
While neither Duckwo rth o r To p­ 
ham co uld po sitiv ely identify Cris­ 
pino as the man who attacked Mrs. 
Staley the fo rmer was quite sure that 
the man was he. 
At any rate he 
fits th" descriptio n. 
Crispino was bo und o v er to the su­ 
perio r co urt and his bail was fixed at 
$5000 cash. 
He is being held in 
the co unty jail. 
Acco rding 
to Officer O. K. Carr, 
Crispino made a co nfessio n o f the 
attack befo re him and Mrs. Crispino . 
It is understo o d that he will plead 
guilty in the superio r co urt. 
A bro ther o f the defendant, Mike 
Crispino , is no w serv ing a sentence 
in San Quentin fo r a similar o ffense 
at Anaheim last fall-

GOOD SENSE IN CLOTHES 


Clothing was originally used for purpose of orna­ 
ment. 
Desire for protection from cold and dampness 
came later.

The amount of clothing required v aries greatly ac­ 
cording to indiv idual needs and habits, but it is in­ 
creasingly recognized that light clothing is best, pro­ 
v ided that the wearer is really protected from cold, 
when cold ex ists. 
Clothing should be porous in order to allow v enti­ 
lation of the body , supported so far as possible from 
the shoulders, and clean and well aired. 
Clothing should not constrict the body or hamper 
its mov ements. 
Perhaps the worst health menace for 
which clothing is to blame comes from the high- 
heeled, narrow-toed shoes on which many women pre­ 
fer to limp through life. 
From the health standard, shoes are of great im­ 
portance. .Bad shoes are responsible for many cases 
of flat feet whose muscles hav e degenerated through 
nonuse, and for much so called “ rheumatism,” which 
is merely the protest of abused muscles. 
Bad shoes 
also, by distorting the feet, prev ent comfortable walk­ 
ing, which is the only out-of-door ex ercise readily 
av ailable for the v ast majority of people, and still 
worse, the resulting unnatural position of the body 
sometimes has serious consequences by bringing in­ 
jurious strains on other muscles and organs. 
While the desire for ornament originated clothing, 
the desire for ornament is today an essential factor 
in the making of clothing. 
But the desire for orna­ 
ment should not be allowed to interfere with one’s 
health. 
Clothing should be chosen with a due regard 
for one’s phy sical well-being.
